* No Pi.ACE in the world will produce 
better apples than Los Angeles valiey. 
We have seen as large and richly fla­ 
vored apples picked from the orchards 
in the vicinity of this city as we ever 
saw or tasted anywhere, yet to-day 
very oominon apples imported from 
Oregon are selling on our streets at ten 
cents a piece. Apples ought to sell in 
this city the year round at from one to 
two dollars per bushel, and it is be­ 
cause our people have paid so little at­ 
tention to the raising of this fruit that 
it is not cheaper and plentier. 


The San Francisco rout, whose chief 
writer edited the Sacramento Union 
in its mo9t rabid anti-railroad days, is 
ruuning in the old Union groove and 
denounces railroad companies that 
ask assistance from the people with, 
something of the old vim and bitter­ 
ness that characterized the Union. 
Per contra the Los Angeles Express is 
devoting a great deal of space to the 
impossible task of persuading the peo­ 
ple of this valley to donate Senator 
J o n es nearly half a million dollars in 
the way of assistance to build a rail­ 
road. J o n es owns a controlling in­ 
terest in the Post and the Express 
wiggles, when he says wigwag. The 
Senators organs are working in op­ 
posite directions and by so doing they 
are wasting his money. 


An astronomical sharp named P koc- 
t o b, has made the discovery that the 
moon is dead—dead as old M o b l e y 
who was as dead as a door nail. We 
have been aware fora long time that 
moon was rather sickly. Her pale 
appearance has indicated this. Some­ 
times she would wane'for two weeks 
at a time. Then she would brighten 
up, her features would grow round 
again, and her influence over the boys 
and maidens would be just as power­ 
fully naughty as of yore. But we 
didn’t expect her sudden and flual 
eclipse so soon. Farewell pale luna. 
We regret your demise and rejoice 
that your influence still lives. Only 
last night we saw a youth hanging 
over a gate with a girl’s taper fingers 
in one hand and a piece of poetry in 
the other, and we thought the moon 
may be dead but mooning still goes. 


M e m b e r s of the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows and many others in 
this city were grieved and astonished 
yesterday morning to hear that T. 
R o g e r s J o h n s o n , Grand Scribe of 
the Grand Encampment of this State, 
had died suddenly at Santa Barbara 
on the evening previous. He left his 
home in San Francisco only a few 
days ago in ill health, and on his arri­ 
val at Santa Barbara grew rapidly 
A'orse until death relieved him of his 
sufferings. Mr. J o h n s o n was well 
and popularly known throughout the 
State. For twenty years he filled the 
honorable and arduous position of 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge 
of Odd Fellows, which office he vaca­ 
ted at the last session of the Grand 
Lodge. Fifteen thousand men inlbis 
State called him brother. To many of 
them he was personally kuowu and by 
all highly esteemed. The Odd Fel­ 
lows of California knew him as one 
who had done much for their Order 
anil all'will be pained to hear of his 
sudden death. 


We print elsewhere a communica­ 
tion referring to au editorial in yes­ 
terday morning’s H e r a l d on the 
contest between parties in the employ 
of the railroad company, and those 
engaged in sinking for oil in the Ban 
Fernando mountains, together with 
an adverse opinion on Commissioner 
W h it in g s decision ot the case. The 
correspondent assumes that we mean 
more than we stated when he asserts 
that according toour position the rail­ 
road has a right to cut and use all the 
timber on lain] within ten miles of 
either side of the track. Such wa9 
not our statement nor our meaning. 
We said high courts had decided that 
railroad companies had a right to use 
so much of the timber on public land 
as was necessary for the prosecution 
of their work, and as we understand 
it, the decision of Commissioner 
W h it in g is based upon these opinions. 
We have no desire to misrepresent 
either party to this contest, and we 
hold the columns of the H e r a l d open 
to the statements of either side. We 
imagine that both parties have a right 
to so much of the timber as may be 
necessary to carry on their work, and 
we do not believe that in strict justice 
either one should be permitted a mon­ 
opoly of all. 


CoNaRKSH is just now' employing it­ 
self in vindicating the character of 
A n d r e w J o h n s o n . It isa work that 
may as well be left undone. The rec­ 
ord of the ex-President has but one 
blemish and Congress nor no one can 
remove it.- He was a man of wonder­ 
ful energy, and strong mental powers. 
He was possessed of the average share 
of ambition, that is the inheritance 
of mortals. He accomplished much 
by his owu efforts and owed something 
to good fortune. He was honest and 
inflexible in his adherence to what 
his judgment decided was the right. 
We doubt it but a single act, public 
or private of h¡9 long life, was prompt­ 


ed by motives his conscience did not 
approve. The record of such a man 
needs no defenders. Once aud only 
once he yielded to the pressure of cir­ 
cumstances, and signed a paper that 
his judgment condemned and his con­ 
science did not approve. He should 
never have signed the death warrant 
of Mrs. St'RRATT. He was the Presi­ 
dent of a people who have advanced 
too far along the scale of intelligence 
and humanity to hang a woman, 
though she be proven guilty of the 
blackest of crimes.

J oIin so n had sent Mrs. S u r r a t t to 
solitary confinement for the remain­ 
der of her days, he would have left a 
record so unspotted that atter ages 
would paint to it as a model worthy of 
emulation. 


County Division. 
feome day the area now composing 
Los Angeles county will be divided, 
and what Is now the Southern end of 
this county will form another county, 
perhaps the county of Orange. All 
concede that the area of this county is 
sufficiently large for two count Ies, and 
all admit that in time the division 
will be made. The only question is 
lias the time arrived. A large propor­ 
tion, possibly a majority, of those 
whose homes and property are in the 
Honthern half of the county are of the 
opinion that the division should be 
made now. We doubt the correctness 
of our neighbors’ judgment on this 
point. One-half the count es of this 
State are large enougii in area to form 
two counties, but one-half or more 
than one-half have not now popula­ 
tion sufficient to make one good pros- 
perouscounty. Immigration and nat­ 
ural increase of population will soon 
people the country to a degree that 
will warrant the division of a number 
of counties, and among the first to find 
themselves in this condition will be 
Los Angeles. But we do not believe 
she has already attained that position, 
nor do we believe that many of those 
advocating division are clearly satis­ 
fied as to the advisability of the move­ 
ment. One of tile arguments in favor 
of division is the great distance those 
residing near the Southern boundary 
are compelled to travel in order to 
reach the county seat. The distance 
to be traveled by those farthest away 
ist we believe, about sixty miles, yet 
now that the railroad readies half way 
to the Southern line this objection 
cannot be argued witli as great force 
a9 formerly. By-and-bye when our 
population lias doubled—fully one- 
lialf of the present increase settles in 
the Southern part of the county,—we 
may begin to talk of separation. Now 
it seems hardly wise or prudent. We 
have some liabilities to settle for the 
payment of which we are all bound. 
The new county could not sell 
its proportion o ftlie property now 
held in*common fora sum sufficient to 
meet its share of the bonded debt and 
have sufficient left to provide itself 
with the necessary buildings, and 
heavy taxation would result ana 
heavy indebtedness follow. This 
would prevent the incoming of capi­ 
tal and from this would issue a depre­ 
ciation of property. Many inconven­ 
iences will follow the divisiou of our 
county at this time. Inconveniences 
and expenses that we fear will more 
than overbalance the advantages.

E d it o r H e r a l d : Your article on 
Judge Whiting’s decision in regard to 
the timber 011 mining claims must 
have been written without duo con­ 
sideration. If you are correct, and if 
Col. Whiting’s decision is law, there 
is no land within ten miles of the 
Railroad which is not liable to be 
stripped of the last vestage of timber, 
no matter who claims it, or what title 
they may have who claim the land. 
We grant you that the Railroad com­ 
pany may cut timber within the lim­ 
its of a mining district, provided the 
land upon which the timber grows has 
not been located for mining purposes, 
but when a district has been formed 
and locations made within the hounds 
of that district and the locator pro­ 
ceeds to work his claim according to 
the mining laws of Congress and the 
local laws of the district the land be­ 
longs to the miner to all interests and 
purposes as much as if ho had already 
received a patent from the Govern­ 
ment of the United States. The 
Government lias agreed to give the 
miner the laud upon certain conditions 
and if the miner has complied with 
all the stipulations the Government 
is bound to defend him in the peace­ 
able possession of bis claim, and tlie 
Railroad Company have 110 more 
right to cut his timber than they have 
to cut the timber around ail farms 
within ten miles of the road. Neither 
have they the right to cut timberfrom 
any Government lands within the 
Pounds of a mineral district, except 
so far as it is actually necessary for 
the construction of the road. All the 
timber lands in Southern California 
are in the mountains, and gener­ 
ally 
mineral lands, and if your 
theory be correct, the Railroad Com­ 
panies can strip the country of timber 
for a breadth of twenty miles. What 
would such land ever be worth to the 
Government or to miners without 
timber? but in this case there are a 
dozen or more men cutting timber 011 
anybody’s land and selling it to the 
Railroad, and by this decision they 
have a perfect right to strip the entire 
district of the last vestage of timber 
and sell it to the Railroad Company, 
without reference to the interest of 
any and every man in the district. 
I 
will append two recent decisions from 
tl:e U. S. Commissioner: 
W a s h in g t o n, Dec. 28th. —The Co 111 - 
missioner of the Land Office decides 
that planting of seeds or cuttings is 
not in compliance with the Timber 
Culture Act, but the General Land 
Office does not inquire how the trees 
are pioduced. If seeds orcuttings pro­ 
duce healthy, growing trees, the law 
is complied with. Lands containing 
valuable deposits of mica may he pat­ 
ented as mining claims. Such depos­ 
its are excepted from all railroad land 
grants. Land containing salt springs 
is not agricultural land, and is not 
open to pre-emption and homestead. 
The telegraph also reports the de­ 
cision of the Commissioner General of 
tho Land Office establishing the fol­ 
lowing important principles: Mining 
—An incorporation or an association 
of citizens owning separate and dis­ 
tinct ores in a placer mine may unite 
their means and expend the $500 re­ 
quired by the mining laws of the Uni­ 
ted States at one payment, and there­ 
after secure a patent from the United 
States. Locaters of mining claims 
have the exclusive right of possession 
of the surface embraced in tlieirclaims, 
and timber growing thereon on com­ 
pliance with the laws. 
This decision is equitable and just, 
but they are the reverse of Col. Whit­ 
ing’s decision. If these decisions will 
not protect us in the Sau Fernando 
district, we will appeal toour Courts.
